man, many of whose guests were 
aroused by the report. The build- 
ing bombed is used as an employ- 
ment agency on the second floor, 
while on the street floor it Is occu- 
pied by a saloon. 


A negro porter, West Carpenter, 
was the only person in the place 
when the explosion occurred. He 
was not hurt He could give police

Why are so-called ration- 


al human beings so easily 
angered?.

bad disposition can be trac- 
ed back to some illness.

Who have disease histories 
are more quick to anger 
than those who have never 
been sick. 


Now that he has called it 


to the public attention, it will 
be observed by many that 
there is a certain resemb- 
lance between the sick and 
the irascible. For one thing, 
both anger and fever make 
one red in the face. 
And 


then, are not the ill always 
irritable, splenetic and petu- 
lant? 
- 


If this theory holds true, 


it would appear that the 
past has witnessed an ap- 
palling amount of sickness. 
Many times during t h e 
course of the day the aver- 
age person "loses his tem- 
per" or sees others lose con- 
trol of themselves. A toe is 
stepped on, a train or street 
car is late, the 
car won't 


start, the dinner burns, a 
cake "falls;" and t h e n , 
somebody's 
tongue 
slips, 


there are hasty words, and 
a few minutes later regret 
and a resolve to practice 
self-restaint. 


This anger-after - illness 


theory may be productive of 
some good, and it may be 
dangerous.

ceptible to root rot the station 
has demonstrated conclusively that 
where root -rot is introduced Into 
such overflow lands it does spread 
end destroy the cotton. It Is also 
found root rot will destroy non- 
tap root veregation such as grass- 
es, contrary to the belief of some. 


Upsetting another common opin- 


ion that rotation of crops will erad- 
icate root rot, the 
station 
has 


shown that rotation of crops alone 
has little value as a control meas- 
ure for cotton root rot'but that ro- 
tation 'with clean cultivation to re- 
move all • weed carriers will to a 
largo measure control the disease. 
In fact clean cultivation, which 
means the removal of roots from 
the soil in the off crop periods is 
one of the outstanding factors in 
control thus far discovered. Rota- 
tion with clean cultivation on plots 
of the station have reduced the 
amount of root rot infestation from 
39.7. 
per cent to 4,8 per cent. The 


station 
has shown; conclusively 
that in cotton areas free from root 
rot it was simple to spread the de- 
structful disease by distributing In 
the soil affected roots. 
• 


Some ^of the conclusions point- 


ed out,to the Navarro county farm- 
ers by station officials were; 


1. It is known that the disease 


Is caused by a minute plant which 
is called a fungus. 
This fungus 


takes its , food' from the roots of 
cotton and other susceptible plants 
and in so doing causes the death of 
the plant tissues. 


2. This fungus ,s parasitic, that 


is, It lives-on live roots of suscept- 
ible plants. Conclusive evidence has 
not demonstrated its 
ability to, 


maintain itsfelf on dead matter as a 
saprophyte, , / 


S.Thc fungua requires an alka- 
line or basic soil or medium In 
which to develop. This explains why 
it thrives especially well in the 
blacklands which are very high in 
lime content. 


4. The removal of all live roots 


from the soli renders the soil free 
from the fungus and results in 
the possibility of growing a crop 
free from the disease. 


6. There are a very large num- 


ber of crops, weeds and shrubs 
that are susceptible to the disease, 
including most 
of 
the legumes, 


vegetables and ornamental plants. 
In fact, practically all of the crop 
and wild plants not belonging to 
the grass and Illy family are read- 
ily killed by the disease. 


8. On the station tho common tie- 


vine Is found to be the most Im- 
portant carrier of root rot from 
one year's crop to the next. , 


7. Experiments ,on the station 
have shown that the disease may 
be Introduced into a root rot free 
area by the use of Infected roots.
